AEROPLANE GUNS. 


The experiments by Captain Lewis 


of the United States army, and the 
more reoeat tests of the British army 
at Farnborough show that machine 
gans can be flred from flying aero- 
planes with a greater degree of accu- 
racy than has yet been attained at 
shooting along the ground. A, target 
was struck at almost ihe rate of nine 
thneg out of ten, which means that 
very little ammunition was 
wasted. 


The accuracy of plunging flre Is nota- 
ble In military annals. At Sedan the 
encompassing cannon of the Germans 
planted on elevations compelled Louis 
Napoleon's capitulation under threat 
pf annihilation. In the Russian-Japan- 
ese war Port Arthur was doomed when 
the Japanese poured Into the city their 
galling flre from the great height* 
above. 
The fact that the Japanese 


worked long to gain those elevations 
again proved the recognized value of 
plunging flre. The war In Tripoli has 
shown that great damage can be done 
by mere bombs dropped from directly 
overhead. 
This being demonstrated, 


the military authorities of Europe are 
now using machine guns. These can 
bo aimed and flred more accurately 
than anything that is dropped. There 
Is less waste of ammunition and more 
ammunition can bo carried. The ex- 
periments combine to make a powerful 
argument for peace.

Natives Who Refused to Go West 70 


Years Ago Are Virtually Independ- 


ent and Recognize No Law 


But Their Own. 


Tampa, Fin.—Within the boundaries 


of the United States exists an 
inde- 


jeudent nation that recognizes no de- 
partment of our goveinmeut and has 
ts own rulers, laws, customs and lan- 
guage. The United States is as much 
a foreign country to it as England or 
France. 
This 
nation, 
numbering 


about five bundled persons, is confined 
to the Everglades in tho most southern 
part of Florida, it Is all that remains 
Intact of the Sofflliiole Indians, formerly 
one of the most powerful tribes, numer- 
ically, in North Ameiica. Tho nation 
as at present organized, is compara- 
tively recent, but as a relic of tho past, 
It dates back to the pro Columbian 
period. 


Just seventy years ago 
si peace 


agreement was declared which ended 
a seven years' was between the Scml- 
noles and the United States 
govern- 


ment. The Seminole tribe was made- 
up of two bauds of Creeks who with- 
drew from the main body in 1700 and 
moved to Florida, where they were- 
Joined by remnants of tribes that had 
come in contact with the Spaniards. 
They were hostile to tho white settlers, 
and caused the Americans a great deal 
of trouble during 
tho 
Revolutionary 


war. They affiliated with tho 
Span- 


iards in 1793, and again showed their 
enmity to the United States 
In the 


War of 1812. A few years later 
(he 


Seminoleu, together with a largo num. 
bet of runaway npgroes, began 
ma- 


king raids and massacres thiougnont 
the frontier settlements of Georgia 
and Alabama, In a little less than a 
year they were completely subdued by 


Gen. 
Andrew Jackson. 


The Indians signed a treaty In 1823 


In which they agreed to give up nearly 
all ot their Florida land for a certain 
consideration. Some, however, object- 
ed to these conditions and 
weie al- 


lowed to remain, with the understand- 
ing that they were to live peaceably 
and 
surrender all 
fugitive 
slaves. 


This was unsatisfactory to the Geor- 
gians, who demanded that the- Indians 
be removed by force. An attempt to 
do this In 1835 precipitated the second 
Seminolo 
war, which lasted 
seven 


years and which is said to luive been 
the bloodiest Indian war in American 
history. 


Under the 
leadership of Osceola, 


who combined both cunning ana hero- 
ism, the Indians were remaikably sue. 
cessful. In one of the massacres Gen. 
Thomson was avenged by Osceola'3
